TOWN OF SUTTON. 


To the citizens of Sutton: 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
schools in this town during my term of' office. 

District No. 1. The school in this district has long had the 
reputation of being a good one, and its fair fame was increas- 
ed during the administration of Miss Sarah A. Cheney, who 
taught the summer term. Miss C. is a superior teacher, and 
seems to realize fully the responsibilities of her station. Good 
attention was paid to reading and spelling, and the smaller 
scholars were not neglected. 

District No. 2. The summer school in this district was 
under the tuition of Miss Susie H. Smiley. It was quite suc- 
cessful, but greater progress would have been made had there 
been one term of twelve weeks, instead of two terms of seven 
and five, with an interval of seven weeks. Miss S. labored 
diligently to promote the interests of the school, and succeed- 
ed admirably in gaining the respect of the scholars: The 
amount of ground traversed in the text-books was not great, 
but much thoroughness was manifested at the examination. 
The rules for reading, sounds of the letters, &c., were well 
attended to.

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District No. 4. Miss Mary E. Bailey had charge of the 
summer term in this district. This announcement would beta 
sufficient guaranty of the success of the school, to those who 
are acquainted with the teacher. A majority of the scholars 
were quite small, and much patience was requisite to the suc- 
cessful management of the scheo!. The school presented the 
appearance of being quiet and orderly; the scholars were 
interested in their studies; much advancement was made and 
thoroughness in every thing was apparent. 

District No. 6. Summer term taught by Miss Abbie 8. 
Jewett. This school was very short, and not much could be 
expected of it. The teacher appeared anxious that the term 
should be a profitable one, and did her best to make it so. 
The progress made by the scholars was good, and, but for 
considerable whispering and loud study, Miss J’s first attempt 
at teaching would have proyed a gratifying success. We 


commend her register as a model of neatness and correctness. 
District No. 7. A pleasant and profitable term of school 


was taught in the summer by Miss Emogene M. Keyser. - 


Good order and attention to studies was apparent, and the 
smaller scholars received a due share of attention. 

District No.8. The school in this district was visited near 
its commencement by your committee, who found a small 
school progressing finely, under the tuition of Miss Ida Dres- 
ser. Some books were furnished to indigent scholars, and 
notice given that scholars should not be truant under penalty 
of the law.. 

District No.9. The summer term commenced with Miss 
Julia A. Wadlcigh as teacher. Miss W. taught a few weeksin 
place of Miss. Abbie A. Peaslee, who was unable to take 
charge of the school at’ first, on account of ill health. The 
appearance of tiie school on the first visit to it was very good, 
and reflected much credit on the teacher, who was systematic 
and thorough. The school was visited but once while Miss 
Peaslee was in charge, but the examination proved that good 
progress had been made, and that the teacher had been untir- 
ing in her efforts to promote the interests of the school. 
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Some excellent scholars attended, and it is to be deplored that 
the higher classes were so much broken up by sickness. 

District No. 10. Miss Betsey A. Roby, who taught the 
attention to the smaller scholars, who made excellent eit 
There was an apparent lack of codperation with the teacher 
on the part of some scholars; the result of some cause 
unknown to your committee. Miss R. labored diligently and 
in the main was quite successful. 

The fall term of this school was visited near its commence- 
ment by your committee, who found it in charge of an excel- — 
lent and competent teacher, Miss Abbie S. Todd. Hvery thing 
appeared favorable for a first rate term, and we are certain 
we shall not be disappointed in our expectations. 

District No. 12. Summer term short, and scholars very 
few. Miss Susie HE. Coburn made her first attempt at teaching 
here, and her success was such as to warrant another trial in 
the same direction. Miss C. has many qualities essential in a 
good teacher, and has reason to be encouraged to continue in 
her vocation. . 

Fall term visited once, and every thing appeared to indicate 
a profitable school. | 

District No. 13. The summer term of this school was under 
the tuition of Miss M. Frances Sawyer, who was young and 
in experienced, but who succeeded in teaching a quite profita- 
ble school, and giving universal satisfaction to the parents of 
the district. | 

District No. 14. Miss Ida F. Barnard taught the summer 
term of this most excellent school, and was very successful 
in sustaining its former good reputation and discipline. Miss 
B. is young, and this was her first essay in the art of teaching, 
yet the result shows her to be possessed of much talent and 
tact in her vocation. 

In concluding this report it is needless to expatiate on the 
necessity and advantages of education in a country like ours, 
but would respectfully suggest that parents take a more active 
interest in our schools.

H. C. Pierce,.Teacher; Mr. H. Davis, 
Prudential Committee, Mr. P. holds that better discipline can 
be maintained by having the rations consist mainly of the 
“milk of- human kindness,’ rather than the “oil of birch.” 
As the “oil,” formerly, had been freely dispensed, many were 
anxious lest the unadulterated “milk” might produce nausea ; 
but, after ten weeks’ trial, a thorough examination proved that 
' the “ milk” produced no milk and water school,but an excellent 
one in every respect. 


At the commencement, H. Wadleigh, Esq., showed wisdom, 
' as well as generosity, by offering prizes for improvement in 
writing. This, in connection with the natural efforts of the 
teacher, placed a splendid set of writing books upon the ex- 
amination table. Prizes were awarded to L. H. Colcord, G. H.
